W a sh in g to n , J«n. 20, 1834.— More than suf­ 
ficient for^ the day are the incidents thereof; 
arguments must be deferred for a more con­ 
venient season. 
T he strangers from all quar- 
* 
ters are daily crowding the city, and amuse­ 
ments are the order of the evening, whatever 
may be the order of the day. 
Saturday is the 
muster day foi beauty and fashion, and fair 
or foul they range the city, either in hacks 
or on foot, according to the weather. 
Every 
day brings some new amusement, some fresh 
beauties, >r some enormous mustachios. 
The Kembles have just concluded an en­ 
gagement which drew suffocating houses, and 
assembled all the charms of the city and coun­ 
try. 
The whole house was of a price, except 
a few feet in the galleries, for the standing 
committees; and even the pit was garnished 
with ladies, I understand on the last evening. 
The ladies admire Kemble; the gentlemen 
Fanny : they consider her a gem of the first 
water, and wear her (“ painted in little”) in 
their bosoms, as Abraham did Lazarus. 
At 
Boston, you know, they only walked with 
lief in the shape of a stickee, tipped with ivo­ 
ry ; here they set her in virgin gold. 
' Mr Keene, the vocalist, succeeds to the 
Kembles. 
I dare say he will put all parties 
in tune. 
He is getting up some Soirees M usi­ 
cal. 
And now for the orders of the day. 
It was 
understood, Mr. Webster was to speak ; and 
the Senate was crowded at an early hour, and 
pretty much cleared at an early one ; for the 
Senator from Massachusetts did not debate or 
argue—merely gave, or hinted a few opinions, 
as he said. 
Every body, o f course, was dis­ 
appointed; for every body knows here, that 
he can draw a more crowded House than Mr 
Clay, or any other member o f the Senate.— 
What caused greater expectation was, the 
uncertainty of the course lie would take ; and 
for once, I will venture to predict, that when 
he does speak, he will diverge a little from 
Mr Clay, so as to draw some half dozen over 
to his side ; and without siding with the ad­ 
ministration, he will prevent the passage of 
Mr Clay’s Resolution. 
The opposition, Nul 
lifiers included, are the majority ; 
hut Mr 
Webster’s motto is not, “ all for the opposi­ 
tion, or the world well lost 
he thinks it 
quite as well to look out for him self as his 
party ; and is constantly admonished by Mr 
Calhoun's ventriloquism, that it is quite as 
safe to lay a little in the rear of his party as to 
be too far a-head—-and better for him to keep 
sight of them, than for them to lose sight of 
him. 
He noticed this morning, in his place, a 
paragraph in the Globe, relating to the n e ­ 
glect of confirming the nomination o f the 
Government Directors. 
He said it was n e i­ 
ther true in fact, nor law — but that the old 
Directors held over, till netc ones were appoint­ 
ed— and they were now doing their duty ! 
Every body will deny the law— and nobody 
believes the fact. 
He had better let them 
alone—and see that the nomination is acted 
upon. 
After remarking upon the paragraph in the 
Globe, he offered the “ distressing” resolutions 
from Boston, laying them before the Senate, 
as evidence of public sentiment, and proof of 
public distress; and as having his entire con­ 
currence and approbation. 
I could not but 
think, whether or no, these same resolutions, 
like so many rockets on a 4th ot July evening 
fixed to a line fastened to two trees across the 
Boston Common, were not first touched off at 
Washington on Uelsover’s or 
Stockton &, 
Stokes’ line, (I forget which is the opposition) 
and, alter whizzing all the way to the “ head 
quarters of good principles," rebounded to the 
Federal City again ?— the tones and groans of 
the resolutions were so much like what 1 hear 
every day 
here, 1 could 
have sworn they 
came from W ashington;—they do not differ 
a sixteenth of a demi-seini-quaver. 
As Ham­ 
let says on another occasion, it will “ cost” 
the Bank and the opposition a “groan in g 
to take off the ed ge” ot the administration. 
The opposition affect to consider the salva­ 
tion of the country as resting upon the restora 
'on of the deposites, 
They may rest quiet on 
subject. 
When the Jew s are restored to 
Jerusalem, the deposites will be 
restored to 
the Bank; not till then : and this matter does 
not depend entirely upon the Judge of Israel, 
or the “ Evening Star;" 
though the star is 
ow of the most pleasant, agreeable and bril

newspaporial

If the* Bank's conduct he 
ever so reprehensible, what is that to the 
country ?—they must look to the cause. 
Did 
he intend this as an opinion, or an argument? 1 
He said 
he should g i^ eo n ly an opinion — 
should not argue the question— it is a poor 
opinion, and a worse argument. 
He said the ! 
Government had predicted the pressure ; not 
by the removal of the deposites, hut by the 
hostility created against the Bank. Before this 
the State Banks were allies and friends: the 
Bank supported the credit of State Banks from 
Maine to N ew Orleans : 
Said confidence was 
every thing; they did not seek restitution of 
money but harmony! — without removing a 
dollar, this system 
(harmony !) would give 
relief.— H arm ony to the tune of 11 per cent., I 
suppose, on 35 millions for 20 years, com ­ 
mencing in 183(5! 
The opposition are not yet 
able to pitch the tune; their harmony is on a 
false note, and can’t chord with the Adminis 
tration. But enough of this, at this time ; per­ 
haps I may give you some more to-rnorrow. 
You can judge of the Herculean argument — 
no, opinion—from the specimens of the “ foot" 
I have given you. 
Mr Rives and Calhoun had a little sparring 
to-day about explanation; but Calhoun, after 
three or four attempts at satisfaction, said he 
was not satisfied ; but every other person in 
the Senate, I believe, was—not only satisfied, 
but convinced that the ventriloquist could not 
make his egg stand till Mr Rives broke the 
shell ! 
Mr E w in g of Ohio had the floor (after Mr 
Webster's remarks) pretty much to himself— 
and the galleries too; and his friend on the 
left, blushing to see him alone in his glory— 
and w.'th the aid of an imploring look and 
pause from the Speaker, moved* an adjourn­ 
ment. 
Ew ing reminded me of Dr Doppet, the 
commander at Toulon, before Napoleon di­ 
rected the siege. 
The Doctor had got his 
pieces planted not within two gun shots of 
the fortress he was besieging; and the fur­ 
nace for heating the halls was so lar off, that 
they got cold before they could load with 
them. 
T he Senator from Ohio did not come 
within two centuries of his subject; it was 
the metaphysic fustian o f the days of James 
1.—-and it caine so cold from his heart, that it 
froze upon his lips— and the audience fled 
from it, as they would fro.:n the “ frost of the 
second death," as Dr Mason characterised a 
cold purgatory. 
To wind up the affairs of the day, there 
was a splendid performance of the Coloniza- 
tion Society at the Capitol this even in o— 
when about a dozen speakers of the first abil­ 
ities, and from various sections of the Union, 
entertained and edified a numerous audience 
from G to 10 o’clock. 
You will see all their 
proceedings in due time in the journals of the 
day—-and for one day, you have got already 
quite enough.

The Rev. E. K . .Ictrij preached at the B en­

T he circumstance that an individual 
so mysteriously shrouded in suspicion, should 
attempt to preach, attracted a numerous con­ 
gregation, and every seat and avenue was 
crowded, but notwithstanding which, however, 
the utmost order and sulemnity 
prevailed.

the believer, and ushers him into the presence 
ot the Father.
